That people, and that nation, were the Poles and Poland, and it 
was not until the end of World War I that they finally came through 


victorious in their long hopes and 
nations of the world. 

With the passing of another score 
of years, that new freedom became 
again a thing of the past, and since 
Hitler’s invasion Poles and Poland 
have once more been seething 
against foreign tyranny — and hop- 
ing, planning, fighting, dying for lib- 
erty and justice, 

Naturally, this history and _ this 
dedicated national career have been 
reflected in the postal operations of 
the country and thereby in its 
stamps. And it was to collect, to 
study and to record these stamps 
and their many-hued backgrounds 
that the Polish Philatelic Society of 
Boston, Mass. was organized a num- 
ber of years ago. 

This group, under the leadership 
of Edward Nowak Sr., and others 
of like stature and devotion, has 
done much to clarify and to popular- 
ize the collecting of Polish philately. 
Among many other accomplish- 
ments, the group held a_ very 
successful 1958 stamp exhibition that 
drew over 4000 visitors. 

The 1959 exhibition, to be held 
during the last two days in July at 
the Polish Army Veterans Hall in 
South Boston, Mass. will undoubted- 
ly cause even more interest — if 
long distance calls and written as- 
surances from all over New England 
can be taken seriously. 

The Polish Philatelic Society was, 
in the past year, philately’s most 
important source of information on 
the stamps of Poland. This organ- 
ization published all of its informa- 
tion and research on the adhesives 
of Poland in order to share the dis- 
coveries with all who are interested 
in the stamps of this country. 

The group’s Edward Nowak, Sr. 
penned and published more and ex- 
pert articles then the combined ef- 
forts of all other writers on the sub- 
ject in the United States. Due to his

Five U.S. Jet Mail 
Flights On Schedule 


“Too short notice’? was the out- 
standing feautre about two of five 
recently announced airmail inau- 
gurations. Trans World Airlines 
was scheduled to introduce jet ser- 
vice New York-St. Louis on or about 
July 21, and Pittsburgh-Chicago-Los 
Angeles July 25, but insufficient ad- 
vance notice did not permit proper 
publicity in the philatelic press. 


The same line has scheduled jet 
service Philadelphia-Los Angeles 
and Kansas City-Los Angeles for 
August 2, with cachets and philatel- 
ic handling available at each post 
office and the Airport Mail Facili- 
ties at the three airports. 


On or about July 27 Pacific .Air 
Lines, Inc. will begin airmail ser- 
vice at Portland, Ore. An official 
cachet will be furnished for the post 
office there. 


Also, Western Airlines, Inc. will 
inaugurate prop-jet airmail service 
between Los Angeles, San Francis- 
co, Portland and Seattle on or about 
August 1, on route AM-13. Official 
cachets will be furnished for the 
post offices at each of these cities 
and for the Airport Mail Facilities 
at Los Angeles, San Francisco, and 
Seattle. 


Collectors may send addressed en- 
velopes bearing airmail postage to 
the desired postmasters and Airport 
Mail Facilities, with notes request- 
ing that they be held for servicing, 
The covers should be clearly mark- 
ed as to just which routing is de- 
sired in each case.

Stamp Of Poland 


There are many interesting va- 
rieties of stamps issued by Polish | 
Nationals for local use, in the dif. | 
ferent Nazi concentration camps, in 
the ‘“‘Lagers’” for Polish Army cap- 
tives, — or in forced labor camps! 
and German centers for political | 
prisoners. Each such issue has a 
very interesting story to tell from} 
the philatelic point of view as well 
as from the human side. 

One of the most interesting stamps 
roduced under these circumstances | 
is the adhesive issued under the’ 
auspices of the ‘‘Polish Committee , 
Dachau-Allach”’, because it depicts 
the United States Flag over the em- 
blem of the Polish White Eagle. 
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It was on November 1, 1945 that 
this issue saw its first day of issue. | 
It was placed on sale by the Polish | 
Committee a’ Dachau-Allach. The 
stamps were ungummed, printed on 
paper with watermarked monograms 
‘FMG’’. The perforations were 10%. 

This issue was also printed in the, 
form of commemorative sheets, con- 
taining six adhesives, both perfo- ; 
rated and imperforated, size 115 x | 
120mm.

The sheets were sold in order to 
raise funds for the Polish Red Cross 
with which the inmates of the camps 
were helped financially. These ar- 
tistically executed commemorative 
sheets were printed in the Polish 
and English languages in three com- 
plete lines: 

a) 1. 11. 1945. Polish Committee 
Dachau-Allach. 

b) Price 10RM (2.85 plus 7.15) 

c) Addition for Polish Red Cross. 

Each corner of the sheets was 
adorned with the emblem of the 
‘Price’ in the 
second line is spelled ‘‘Prize’’. 

The .unusuai and interesting fact 
about this stamp issue for local use 
is that beside the United States Flag 
the shield bearing the likeness of 


Polish White Eagle carries in bold 
letters the words ‘‘Polish Political 


Prisoners Out Of Gratitude’’. 

The eagerly sought commemora- 
tive sheets were worded in above 
manner in appreciation of the ser- 
vices rendered by the United States 
Army that liberated the camp from 
Nazi clutches. It was the gratitude 
expressed by the liberated prison- 
ers to the American Red Cross that 
also did much to alleviate the hard- 
ships endured by the inmates. 

Of the 18,000 sheets printed—and 
there is argument as to the cipher— 
the majority was purchased by the 
American and British Army person- 
nel. Although the adhesives of this | 
issue are not recognized by some 
philatelic catalogue publishers as bo- 
na fide international postal media, 
they were used for prepayment of 
inter-camp correspondence.

What kind of an organization jis this 
ASDA, or this New England Chapter of the 
ASDA, or what kind of stamp dealers are 
these Kiusalas, father and son? 

Here we have stamp dealers, members 
and high officials in a Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Stamp Dealers Assn. who state that 
they knew four years ago that counterfeit 
UN Precancels were being sold and yet they 
did not advise or warn the collector public. 
No warning was issued by the ASDA. 
Further, the Kiusalas couple state they 
bought UN Precancels in quantity from Mr. 
Peter G. Keller, executive secretary of ASDA. 

It was only after this column in November 1958 announced that 
counterfeit UN Precancels were being sold that the collectors learned 
of that fact and hundreds of them got refunds from stamp dealers who 
had sold the fakes. These Kiusaias, father and son, even then claimed 
that there were no counterfeits and it was only after the Philatelic 
Foundation made a study of the stamps and pronounced them as 
counterfeits that they and their ASDA Chapter accepted the fact, that 
there were counterfeits. 

And now comes the brief note as quoted above wherein the Kiusalas’ 
state that they knew four years ago that there were counterfeits being 
offered. Most of what were sold to collectors were counterfeits. 

There was no excuse however for the marketing of the counterfeits 
which I branded as such. I refer to those printed by the offset litho- 
graph process. I had a full sheet of these along with a full sheet from 
the Postal Chief of the UN for comparison and study and anyone who 
could not tell the difference between the two at a glance has no earthly 
right to pose as a stamp dealer. 

The pity of this whole matter is that it looks very much like there 
will never be anyone who will be punished for this job. Looking over 
the stamp world as a whole it is amazing how many underhand things 
can be done and no one is punished for the wrong that may cost cul- 
Jectors thousands of dollars. What is needed most is some convictions 
for some of the fradulent acts; only that will cure the patient. 


Ashbrook’s Comments On Original Gum 


Following is a letter from Mr. James E. Minor of Jackson, Mizh. 
It is a quotation of a letter from Mr. Stanley Ashbrook, to Mr. Minor. 
Let me quote this letter and let you judge for yourself. 





' GEORGE W. LINN 


“There are many funny things in Philately — that is, funny 
to me but perhaps not funny to others. For example, ‘original 


gum’. Collectors demand it, yet they don’t want it. They de- 
mand it because O.G. means a higher selling value. There is 


no question but that gum is very harmful to some paper — the 
Columbians for example, or for that matter any ‘Soft Paper’. 
In time it turns the paper yellow—causeg it to get brittle and 
crack. Yet collectors demand gum on stamps all the way back 
to the 1847’s. Personally I wouldn’t invest a dollar in an unused 
0.G. stamp — but that is just my own personal feeling and I 
have no objection if anyone wants to collect that way. 
“Yes, — Philately is funny.”’

Big Leak Found 


In Shanahan Bust 


According to a recent item in the 
New York Herald Tribune, develop- 
ments in the Shanahan bankruptcy 
case in Dublin, Eire are progres- 
sing according to due process of 
law. One important additional fact 
has been disclosed by Dublin Police 
Superintendent Michael Wymes who 
revealed that since October 8 some 
$2,100,000 had left Ireland through 
the agency of Paul Singer and had 
gone into banks in Switzerland and 
Canada. 

As far as the superintendent’s in- 
quiry went at that time, it was in- 
{dicated that the money had gone 
abroad for the purchase of stamps 
but that it did not appear that 
stamps of the same value had been 
returned. 

How It Operated — The Shanahan 
operation induced about 40,000 in- 
dividuals to send amounts ranging 
from $50 to $1000 in hopes of the 
quick profits the firm ‘‘guaran- 
teed’. 

With such funds at its disposal, 
Shanahan’s was able to go abroad 
and purchase large collections at 
from two to five time their actual 
market worth. 

Investors’ money was used to 
form Shanahan-controlled  syndi- 
cates which purchased the stamps 
the firm auctioned. Lots were 
knocked down at philatelically im- 
possible high prices. 

The money paid by “Syndicate 
B”’ was used to pay “‘profits’ to 
“Syndicate A’. At the next sale 
“Syndicate C’’ bought the same 
stamps at still higher prices, and 
so on. 

In May, when the theft of a valu- 
able _ Austro-Lombardy  collec- 
lection was announced, so many 
investors cabled for the return of 
their capital that Shanahan’s was 
compelled to enter ‘voluntary li- 
quidation’”’ (bankruptcy). The firm 
had so overpaid for collections that 
the funds were exhausted. 

Dr. Paul Singer, 48, a naturalized 
Briton, born in Vienna, and irma, 
his 35-year-old wife, have been in 
jail since their arrest May °0 in 
default of bail. The other two di- 
rectors, Jerome Shanahan, 60, and 
his 35-year-old son, Desmond, both 
Irish, furnished bail. 

All four are now awaiting trial.

The postmark, a machine one, 
will be applied on postal cards fully 
prepaid for domestic delivery at 3c 
(including Canada, foreign 5c), or 
covers having 4c (including Canada, 
foreign 8c). Send your addressed, 
stamped, fully prepaid cards and 
envelopes under outside wrapper to 
the ‘‘Postmaster, Ylseta, Texas” 
with a request for the cancellation. 
Be sure you have your sending fully 
paid for Postage Due parcels will 
not be accepted for handling. 


Several cover collectors wrote 
some weeks ago that the first day 
post offices would not, in some in- 
stances, accept postal cards for can- 


cellation on the day of issue. That 
didn’t seem according to POD 
‘Hoyle’? to me inasmuch as_ the 


postal clerks have no choice in the 
matter of handling fully prepaid 
first class mail. If the mail is with- 
in the PL & R, they take it. 

Just to make certain that no spe- 
cial regulations exist in this matter 
it first day mail mills, I wrote to 
Franklin R. Bruns, Director of the 
Division of Philately of the Post 
Office Department. He replied — 

“The rule is that mail matter 
must be. franked at the first class 
rate to receive the first day cancel- 


lation. Postal cards, as you know, 
normally call for a 3-cent rate. I 
do not believe that the plain ad- 


dressed card bearing a 4-cent post- 
age stamp would be refused.” 

There you have it, officially. 
Should you have difficulty just drop 
a line to Mr. Bruns. 


A few people still send letters to

We are all sorry, but un- 
less you include that small courtesy, 
you go unanswered. 

Just add up postage, stationery 
and time (we don’t work for pea-

We're 
all willing to be helpful, but we're 
entitled to some small cooperation 
from the letter-writers.

The reason for this obscurity 
is that other than a listing in German catalogs (Zumstein), not men- 
tioning Polish catalogs, no other catalogs list these items, in spite of 
the fact that they are legitimate. They were issued with consent of 
the Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs of Poland, in strictly correct 
procedure.

It is known 
that it started operations in mid-No- 
vember 1919 and was closed down 
January 31, 1920 when the Polish 
Consulate was liquidated in zonjunc- 
tion with the evacuation of the Po- 
lish Army. 

From the report of the Consulate 
isent to the Ministry of Posts and 
Telegraphs. we find that the total! 
value of stamps sold was 1180.05 
marks, with stamps on hand with the 
face value of 619.95M. being sent to 
the Ministry. The report further 
states: “In accordance with rules 
of the Ministry of Posts and Tele- 
graphs dated October 7th and 11th, 
1919 under .No. 29136/1563 and _ in- 
structions to the Postal Agency No.

In agreement with a ruling by the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, all these 
consulates had the duty to receive 
correspondence addressed to nation- 
als residing in that country. There 
was perhaps some charge for this 
service, however, on such mail that 
I have examined I can find no 
trace of any stamp for this service. 
All mail of this kind was sent by 
Polish diplomatic couriers who for- 
warded it to their headquarters, 
from which it was then forwarded 
by post to the addressees.

As the Ministry of Posts never 
sent a canceler during the entire ex- 
istence of the Agency at Odessa, a 
local canceler was made in the form 
of a rectangle consisting of three 
frames with the word ‘‘Odesa’”’ in 
the center. The dimensions of the de- 
vice were 26 x 14mm. The ink used 
was black or violet black. 

Censorship took place in the Con- 
sulate. Correspondence examined 
and passed was marked .with a two- 
line stamp ‘‘Czytano w Konsulacie 
Polskim w Odessie’’, which means 
“Read in the Polish Consulate in 
Odessa’’, and the other ‘““Komendant 
Etapu’’. 

In accordance with the regulation 
of the Ministry of Posts, the Con- 
sulate had the stamps which it re- 
ceived overprinted in the local print 
shop. For the overprint which was 


ed the Ministry of Posts and Tele- 
graphs with the proposition of form- 
ing a similar postal agency at Odes- 
sa. 

The newly appointed consul Stan- 
ley Srokowski was the _ instigator, 
and the Ministry of Posts and Tele- 
by letters of October 1919 
agreed to the above initiative. With 
the letter of October 11, 1919 signed 
by under-secretary of State Dr. Ur- 
nanski, the Ministry of Posts and 
Telegraphs permitted the opening of 
a Postal Agency at Odessa, enclos- 
ing simultaneously the necessary 
postal forms and requisitions.

The overprints 
were applied with black ink with a 
light sheen. Stamps overprinted were 
10fen. (Scott’s No. 95) on ordinary 
paper with yellowish gum, 20fen. 
(Scott 99) on horizontally ribbed pa- 
per, 25fen. (Scott 100) on regular 
smooth paper with yellowish gum, 
and 1M. (Scott 103) on smooth paper 
with white or yeliowish gum. 

In addition to these, as mentioned 
in the consular report, stamps of 
10fen. were overprinted in red ink as 
proofs. In the proof category also 
overprinted in black were the :5hal. 
stamp (Scott 124) of which there 
were only six copies. All stamps 
mentioned are perforated 11%. 

There are inverted overprints of all 
values, of which according to the 
Polish Philatelic Press, there exist 
three copies of the 10fen. five of the 
20fen. five of the 25fen.: six of the 
50fen.; and six also of the 1M. 
stamps. 

A correction is necessary of the 
Consulate Statement that all stamps 
with the red overprints were used 
on letters. It is not the proven truth, 
as we often find the unused and only 
rarely the used — and these were 
possibly cancelled to order. 

It is also necessary to mention 
that we find imperforated stamps 
with the Odessa cancellation without 
overprint for the 5 and 15fen. ‘Scott 
82 and 84), and perforated for the 
10, 20. 25, 50fen. and 1M (Scott 95, 
97, 99, 100, 102), also for 10, 15 and 
25hal. (Scott 123, 124 and 126). 

Apparently, as with all rare over- 
prints on stamps, this issue did not 
escape without being forged. For 
some forgeries, type different from 
the original was used. Others are 
very like the original, but the for- 
gers did not always get the same re- 
sult, with differences from the orig- 
inal in color, grade of paper or per- 
foration. 

In closing it is necessary to note 
that the ““ODESA”’ overprint belongs 
among the legitimate issues of the 
post, as it had the approval of the 
Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs. 
For this reason this issue should be 


found in all catalogs of the world. |

where we made a connection with 
a train to The Hague. With a little 
time to ‘‘kill’? between trains, we 
joined the Hollanders celebrating 
and enjoying the Whitsuntide holi- 
days. In Utrecht we had a light 
lunch which brought our first intro- 
duction to the flavorful, thinly- 
sliced ham. 

(I have my prejudices where ham 
is concerned. I despise the pinkish, 
anemic-flavored stuff sold in the 
U.S. generally, but love the strong- 
ly-flavored, hickory-cured found in 
our southern states. The Dutch ham 
was greatly to my liking). 

Waiting for us in our hotel room 
were greetings from Jo J. M. Kig- 
gen and Cass d’Artillac Brill of the 
Postal Administration and a load of 
material about their country. We 
could have had quite a visit just 
going through the books and pic- 
tures, but they didn’t let it rest at 
that stage. A phone call told us to 
be ready the following morning for 
a motor tour as guests of the PTT. 

The Administration’s car took us 
first to ‘“‘headquarters’’ where we 
were given the ‘‘deluxe tour’’. We 
met a number of the people who 
keep postal matters running 
smoothly, and those who provide 
the excellent philatelic service. 

You might want to get on the 
mailing list for announcements of 
Holland’s new _— stamps. 
pamphlets and brochures are the 
most attractive we receive in cur 
office from any source. Drop a 
line contaifiing your request to the 
‘‘Philatelic Services, Netherlands 
PTT, Kortenaerkade 12, The Hague, 
Netherlands”’, | 
I might further suggest a collec- 
tion of Holland’s stamps — my own 
is a reasonably nice one. This na- 
tion has shown the greatest in- 
tegrity to stamp collectors, never 
releasing a flood of new issues, or 
sets with high values bordering on 
brigandage. It is going to keep a 
firm hand on its operations, too; 
no ‘‘philatelic agency” in the United 
States! 

“Taking us over’’ for the day of 





sightseeing were Dr. H. J. Gruetz- 
ner, General Secretary of PTT; 
Cass d’Artillac Brill, Head of the 
Press and Publicity Department; 
and Jo J. M. Kiggen, Chief of Ad- 
vertising and Propaganda. The 
Messrs. Brill and Kiggen had been 
correspondents for several years, 
especially in conjunction with the 
Netherlands Special Edition of 
Linn’s, December 9, 1957. 

It is a compelling feeling at this 
point to write about everything at 
once. There is so much to tell — 
so much which was enjoyed. First 
off, let’s consider the windmills. We 
saw many of them. Nowadays, 
however, only a few are in opera- 
tion. The others are kept in repair 
by the government as tourist at- 
tractions, and well they might for 
windmills and Holland are synony- 
mous. Several types exist all 
with their own function. 

There was a time when these pic- 
turesque ‘‘machines’’ were the dif- 
ference between existence and 
disaster. Their pumping task is 
now taken over by more modern 
equipment. 

Some had a two-way function. 
One was to pump water into the 
canals and irrigation ditches to 
make things grow. The other was 
to stop floods by pumping out ex- 
cess water. Much of the land is 
below sea level — the outside water 
in many places flows under the 
ground and then seeps up through 
the land. It can not flow off through 
natural gravitational means. 

It is pumped into canals between 
the inner series of dikes and the 
sea dikes, and then from these 
canals over the sea dikes into the 
sea itself. The sea dikes, of course 
are the outer fringe of protection. 
Within them are the other dike sys- 
tems which prevent total inunda- 
tion, and are a means of controling

the ages old war of water vs. Dutchman. 





| There ‘are farmlands which in 
|the winter and spring are under 
‘water. In late spring the water is 


taken off and the ground is culti- | 


vated. Strangely enough the flood 
has refreshed the soil bringing a 
fertilization! 

Holland has a number of excellent 
highways — some of them four- 
| lane expressways — but a good deal 
| of the short, local movement in 
| the rural areas is via the canals. 
n fact, moving around on many of 
the farms would be a_ tedious 
| maneuver without the long boats 
'which the people pole through the 
| narrow canals and ditches of their 
land. 

I would hate to have to walk 
through the fields of west Holland 
on a dark night. One would either 
not get anywhere because of the 
canals in the fields, or he would 
run a good chance of drowning. It 
is possible to maintain the cattle 
in a specified place without fences 
since once they are placed there 
they can only be removed by 
temporary bridge or boat. 

Never have I seen such cattle! 
Generally, one thinks -of cows 
chest-high at the most. The Dutch 
ones seemed monsters by compari- 
son — large, well-formed and much 
taller than those I had been used to 
in the U.S. This growth is under- 
standable once you see the tremen- 
dous fields of the greenest of lush 
grass. 

Where a certain size area would 





in the United States, a similar size 
plot in Holland will give better 
eating to from 15 to 20. 

The Dutch do not waste their 
abundance of grass, either. Even 





| 





that which grows along the roads 
and highways is sold and harvested 
for the colder months. 

The dikes are strictly utilitarian. 
Principally they provide the only 
insurance the ‘‘lowlanders’”’ have 
against flooding and drowning and 
even then it isn’t absolute insur- 
ace. They also serve as highways 
and streets and country roads. 

One hears a lot about the Dutch 
reclaiming land from the sea so 
that they have more to live on and 
farm. Reclamation goes on con- 
tinually, but it isn’t so much to get 
more as to keep what they have 
and to wrest back that which the 
elements have taken from them. 
The Dutch have built dikes for cen- 
turies — the sea has destroyed 
them for centuries. The people are 
learning from bitter experience and 


| disaster, losing from time to time— 


the sea ever relentless, ever 
merciless, never ceases the attack. 

The first city stop made by our 
three hosts was in Gouda (pro- 
nounced Howda!) where the famous 
cheese is made, and site of St. 
John’s Church. This.house of wor- 
ship’s stained glass windows are 
world famous — interested people 
from all over come to see them. 

St. John’s as it stands today, 
dates from 1552. In that year it

lightning had reduced most of it 
to ashes. Twenty-two of the win- 
dows were placed in the Roman 
Catholic period (1555-1571) with the 
others coming after the Reforma- 
tion in 1572.

In order to enjoy all the knowl- 
edge on this particular stamp issue, 
let us share,.with those who care, 
the following information: 

First of atl, the multicolored 





stamp issue is in the old Slavic 
style, prepared oy an eminent art- 
ist. The pleasant colors and the 
drawings are duplications from arti- 
cles in Polish museums, reaching 
into the 10th century. 

















The centuries-old name for the 
central design of the adhesives was 
“Konik Zwierzyniecki’ (Pony of 
Zwierzyniec) popularly called ‘‘Laj- 
konik’’. It is revived each year as 
one of the attractions during the 
“Days of Krakow” celebrations. 
These Krakow festivities, combined 
with many other attractions in art 
and sport, always coincide with the 
Corpus Christi holidays. 

According to very old traditions, 
on the eve of Corpus Christi in 1287 
— this was during the reign of Les- 
zek the Black as King of Poland — 
a sudden trumpet call from the tow- 
er of the ‘““Maryacki Church’’ warn- 
ed the religious procession that Tar- 
tars were encircling Krakow and 
that a raiding party had already en- 
tered Zwierzyniec, a suburb of Kra- 
kow. 

A massacre by the Tartar horde 
was prevented due to bravery of 
Krakow’s ‘‘Flisaki’’. This was a con- 
gregation of men who manned rafts 
and boats on the Wisla River flow- 
ing directly to the seaport of 
Gdansk. Therefore, since 1289, the 
presentation of ‘‘Lajkonik’’ during 
Krakow’s celebrations of Corpus 
Christi holidays became the privi- 
lege of this society of Wisla men. 

“Pszezolka Krakowska”’ (the bee 
of Krakow) in its 1820 edition, de- 
scribes the festivity in these words: 

“On the level grounds of Zwier-

“In fact, the man is on foot, a- 
stride a wooden horse dressed in 
protective armor and colors, pranc- 
ing to the tone of music, bugles, 
drums, and the thunder of war per- 
cussion instruments. ‘Konik’s’ lunges 
and prancing cause masses of hu- 
mans to run and get out of the way 
of the ‘ferocious pony’... 

““As soon as the procession from 
the Holy Virgin Church disbands at 
the Market Square the people of 
both sexes and all ages, run to the 
grounds behind the Bishop’s Palace. 
There, on the road from Zwierzyniec 
the awaited ‘konik’, with his trainers 
and followers, makes his way to 
halt in front of the Bishop’s Palace 
to honor the Bishop by dipping the 
Tartar flag toward the ground three 
times, at the same time honoring 
the Holy Trinity. 

“This formality accomplished, ‘ko- 
nik’ really goes to town, prancing 
and drawing squeals from fright- 
ened youngsters.” 

The ‘‘Lajkonik”’ is in fact reaching 
into past centuries, as proved by 
records in the convent of the Nor- 
bethan Sisters. In these records, dat- 
ing back to the XVIIIth century. 
the formal writings describe the fes- 
tivities ‘‘with drummers and Tartar 
on a pony”. 

In 1902, the City Council of Kra- 
kow voted and appropriated funds 
for the purchase of ‘‘proper clothes” 
for ‘‘Lajkonik’’. This fund is used 
yearly to the present day, with the 
exception of Nazi occupation period 
of Krakow. 

The clothes for ‘“‘Lajkonik’’, sug- 
gested by Stanislaw Wyspianski in 
years gone by, are in the Historical 
Museum in Krakow and all replace- 
ments in ‘‘Lajkonik’’ clothes are re- 
ligiously duplicated from those in 
the museum. 

“Lajkonik”” appears yearly in the 
streets of aged Krakow. Many of 
the old traditions have been lost to 
posterity: ‘‘Lajkonik’’, nevertheless, 
remains happy, frisky and young. 
Beside Krakow’s Barbekan, the Mar- 
yacki Church, Jagiellon University, 
and Sukiennicy, ‘‘Lajkonik’’ remains 
a symbol of ancient Krakow. 





MODERN POLISH 
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claw, Legnica (Legnitz), and Bud- 
ziszyn. The second passed through 
Lowicz, Kalisz, Leszno, Glogow, and 
Zagan. 

The organizer of the two systems 
— on orders from the King of Po- 
land — was Adam Zuerner, a Saxon, 
who was also Poland’s Commission- 
er of Roads anc Communications. 
He wrote a book, published in Nuer- 
enberg in 1738, in which he described 
with great detail these two postal 
pathways. 

_ A postal connection existed dur- 
ing 1714-1732 leading through Zary, 
Lezno and Poznan to Turun, thereby 
linking Poland with Saxony. This 
arrangement was established for the 
exclusive needs of King August IT. 

During 1732 an additional postal 
road was created from Drezno to 
Warsaw via Kargowa, Poznan, So- 
chaczew. A king’s courier traversed 
this road in three days with his sov- 
ereign’s correspondence, but the or- 
dinary mail was carried via Wroc- 
law, a much longer distance. 

A very modern road — for those 
days — was established in 1808 to 
carry mail in a fast and efficient 
manner. It employed two mounted 
mailmen and two postal stage coach- 
es per week for serving the postal 
needs and transporting passengers. 
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In the 17th century Saxony had 
far reaching postal plans. Due to its 
strategic position and the benefits 
derived through the Union with Po- 
land, Saxony endeavored to form 
postal connection through Prussia 
via Krolewiec and Ryga to Warsaw. 

Because of insufficient connecting 
links for Polish postal service, and 
especially the growing demand for 
fast and comfortable routes for pos- 
tal stagecoaches catering to passen- 
ger service, a constitution was adopt- 
ed in 1717 setting up mutual laws 
between Poland and Saxony. This 
same constitution also established 
lzws for a network of roads cover- 
ing all of Poland, Lithuania and 
Ruthenia. 

The firs’ such highway ran through 
Grodno, Wilno, Ryga, Kowno, Mit- 
awa, and Warsaw — with branches 
developing into postal roadways 
from Poland to Petersburg in Rus- 
sia. Before the end of 1717 a second 
road and postal channel was devel- 
oped from Warsaw through Grodno, 
Wilno, Minsk, and Mohylew with an 
extension to Smolensk and Moscow. 

An auxiliary roadway carrying 
mail from Grodno via Brest-Litowsk 
to Lublin developed the possibilities 
of establishing a postal connection 
with Volhynia to Kiew, in Ruth- 


enia. It soon gained such popularity 
~ the road became an established 
| fact.

Commy Color Switch On 
Czech Flag Corrected 


Late in 1958 Russia released a 
multicolored stamp (Scott’s No. 
2067) to commemorate a ministers’ 
conference in Moscow. The item 
was widely distributed, according to 
Lester S. Glass of Los Angeles, be- 
fore it was discovered that the 
Czech flag in the middle of the de- 
sign was wrong. 

It shows the correct blue triangu- 
lar canton, but with the horizontal 
red and white stripes reversed with 
the white on botteam. The item has 
now been reissued, with the white 
strip correctly placed at the top, 
but both mint and used copies are 
understooa to be difficult to obtain, 
Mr. Glass stated. 





All the above mentioned networks 
usea stage coaches, thereoy cutting 
the traveling time to seven days— 
from Sunday to Sunday, according 
to research by today’s Polish Minis- 
try of Posts. 

In 1714, Herman Holzbrink was 
appointed Poland’s General Post- 
master and he functioned until 1741. 

I. time the death cf August II 
and the subsequent internal strife 
for the Polish throne threw the im- 
proved postal networks into chaos 
and disrepair until Bieberstein 
took over Poland’s postal services 
control in 1742. 

He was responsible for the intro- 
duction of mail registry by record- 
ing in a special book all important 
correspondence. He also was first 
to introduce in Poland wax sealing 
for mail to safeguard its contents. 

During the reign of the newly 
elected king August III a new postal 
roadway was established from War- 
saw to Krakow, Prague and Drezno. 
During the very same year lines to 
Drezno—Warsaw and to Krakow— 
Bielsko were inaugurated for- Polish 
postal service. 

The prepayment for correspon- 
dence was measured according to 
the distance it was to travel as well 
as its weight. A letter of one lut of 
weight was franked 6 grosz while 
12 grosz were charged for mail of 
one lut traveling more than 12 miles. 
The correspondence of senators, mil- 
itary officers and church dignita- 
ries was free. 

After the death of August III, Bie- 
berstein fused three different Polish 
postmasterships into one, a “‘Gener- 
al Postmaster of Polish Republic’ 


for better service and responsibili- |. 


y. 

He also had the distinction of cre- 
ating in Poland the ‘‘Black Cabinet’’ 
with an office in the main postoffice 
building in Warsaw. In this office 
he opened the mail of suspected 
Polish noblemen and after making 
notes of the contents of the letters 
he reported the writers to political 
authorities.

Fiji Single Shows 
Queen And Parrot 


‘A new 4/- stamp in medium and 
dark green, red, and blue was is- 
sued by Fiji July 13, according to 
the Crown Agents Representative, 
Washington, D. C. Photogravure 
printed by Harrison & Sons Ltd., 
the design features Queen Eliza- 
beth II, the St. Edward’s Crown 
and a brilliantly plumaged Kandavu 
parrot. The last named, perched on 
native foliage, occupies the principal 
portion of the adhesive. 








This particular variety is an in- 
teresting member of the parrot fam- 
ily, and one of seven species of it 
found in Fiji. As a result of evolu- 
tion in isolation on the scattered 
islands of the group, each of the 
seven has developed its own par- 
ticular characteristics. 

The Viti Levu member, for in- 
stance is 22 inches long, which is 
2 to 4 inches longer than the Kan- 
davau parrot (Purrholopsis Splen- 
dens), known as kaka to the na- 
tives of the island. 

The Taveuni parrot has a maroon- 
colored breast. It was greatly prized 
by Polynesian traders in the old 
days, when the feathers were used 
to enrich chiefly mantles. The Kan- 
davu parrot has a scarlet head and 
breast with a bright band of azure 
blue at the nape of the neck, whilst 
its back, wings and tail are a bril- 
liant green. 

The feathers are also valued for 
adorning the borders of mats and 
fans. It has proved a favorite cage 
bird, partly because of its vivid col- 
orings and partly because it soon 
learns to talk, even if it does not 
become as skillful as its West Afri- 
can counterpart. The parrot repre-

Notes From 
The Italian Area 


Pierson Ostrow 


No fewer than three long prom- 
ised Italian area issues have reached 
this country simultaneously — the 
San Marino Lincoln set, the Somalia 
Constituent Assembly set, and two 
Somalia Flower stamps with the new 
watermark. 

A Handsome Lincoln Tribute — 
The Lincoln emission went on sale 
July 1. It consists of five beautiful 
designs all featuring a portrait of 
Lincoln and identified with the 150th 
aniversary dates (1809-1959) and 
the amusingly Italianized name, 
‘Abraham Lincoln’’: 
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5 Lira brown, Lincoln’s portrait 
at right; large shield at left with 
quotation in Italian and English from 
a letter written to San Marino by 
Lincoln during his presidency: 
“Benche’ il vostro dominio sia pic- 
colo nondimeno il vostro stato e’ 
uno dei piu’ onorati in tutta la 
storia — Although your dominion is 
small your state is nevertheless one 
of the most honored in 4ll history 
—Abraham_ Lincoln - Washington, 
May 7, 1861’’.

actually a pet owned by Sir Ronald 
Garvey, governor of Fiji from 1952 
to 1958, and his family. 

The parrot nests in holes in all 
types of trees. The hen bird lays 
her eggs in March and they are 
hatched in June. This species dwells 
in pairs or in small flocks; life ex- 
pectancy of the bird is 7 or 8 years. 
All kinds of fruit are eaten, but par- 
ticularly the fruit of the Malay apple 
and the Tarawaunikaka (Dracon- 
tomelon pilosum), a large native 
fruit tree. 

Fijians believe that as soon as 
the feathers of the young parrot 
have grown all over its body it be- 
gins to fly for the first time, and 
that, if it should fall on, its first 
flight, the mother always kills her 
offspring. It is believed by some na- 
tives to be a sign of ill omen if it 
makes a loud noise in a sacred piece 
of land, such as a burial ground. 

The young parrot may be trapped 
by plaiting the bush creeper to make 
a basket with a small opening, into 
which coconuts are placed as bait. 
When the bird enters, it cannot fly 
out again. 

Similarly, bush twigs are used to 
make a box-like trap with an open 
lid, so that when the parrot enters 
and starts to eat the fruit inside, its 
weight makes the lid close. 

Although the Kandavu parrot has 
a pleasant singing voice when perch- 
ed on a branch in security, it makes 
a particularly loud screeching sound 
when disturbed by the breaking of 
twigs or the sound of a human voice, 
This echoes through the countryside, 
warning fellow creatures, such as 
the doves and the pigeons, of the 
approach of danger. 

The brilliant green color of its 
wings can be spotted as it flies 
amongst the tree tops, particularly 
in the evening and the early morn- 
ing. 


Damaged Cover Can 
Be Prize Possession 


A soiled, mutilated cover with the 
stamp removed can be a valuable 
collector’s item — that is, if it hap- 
pens ot be an identifiable wreck or 
crash survivor. 

So writes Carl W. Ehlerding, mari- 
time captain in the June issue of 
the ‘“‘American Philatelist’’, monthly 
journal of the American Philatelic 
Society. The article describes and 
pictures covers salvaged {rom 
wrecked ships as far back as 1869.

Columbati for the 200L. 

Somalia Moved Towards Nation- 
hood — Somalia’s Constituent As- 
sembly set was issued June 19, con- 
sisting of two postage and two air- 
mail stamps, which have been re- 
produced also in souvenir sheet 
form. 

Printing is by photogravure in 
panes of 40 subjects, on star-water- 
marked paper, after designs by C. 
Mancioli. The set notes the opening 
of the Constituent Assembly which 
will frame a constitution to go into 
effect when Somalia becomes inde- 
pendent next January. 

Meanwhile, a ten - member gov- 
erning Council has been approved 
and installed by the Italian Man- 
datory Government. The Council is 
drawn from the dominant Somalia 
Youth League, which won a smash- 
ing victory in recent elections. It is 
headed by Seyyid Abdulla Issa as 
Premier.

At the same postal rendezvous, 
all mail addressed to inmates of 
the ghetto was delivered in bulk to 
representatives of the postal service 
inside the ghetto territory. This mail 
required special stamps, in addition 
to adhesives already on cover, as a 
remuneration for home delivery by 
ghetto mailmen. 

According to writings by Thad- 
deus Gryzewski of Poland there 
were three issues of these adhe- 
sives: ungummed, lithographed on 
thin paper, perforation 114% were 
the first issue. Some unperforated 
copies exist. é 

The second printing with the same 
measurements was on gray, thick 
paper, while the third printing dif- 
fered in that the stamps were pro- 
duced on thick, white, glossy paper. 
All three issues contain three ad- 
hesives of 5, 10 and 20 pfennig de- 
nomination. 

The left top of the stamps was 
adorned with the Star of David. The 
top line beside the denomination of 
the 10 and 20pf. values contains in 
bold letters ‘‘Judenpost’’. On the 5pf. 
all description is at the bottom. 
The 10 and 20pf. stamps, in the 
bottom lines, carry ‘‘Litzmannstadt’’ 
and a proportionally huge ‘“GHET- 
TO”’’. Beside minor details all three 
adhesives bear the likeness of Rum- 
kowsky, a Elder of the Jewish 
“Gmina” (County) also encom- 
passing the Ghetto in Lodz city. 

A disagreement exists among 
prominent philatelists in Polanc as 
to the real date. of issue of these 
stamps for local use. Some state 
that the first issue saw daylight at 
the end of 1941, while others claim 
the adhesives were printed for use 
in 1944, 

All Polish writers on this issue 
agree that due to the rapid liquida- 
tion of the ghetto in 1944, the stamps 
were in circulation only three or 
four days. All philatelists also agree 
that the quantity of the adhesives 
issued is unknown and that, at any 
rate, the amounts of stamps pro- 
duced were indeed very meager.

News Developments 
On Washington Front 


Figures on the recently issued 
Bunker Hill 2%c stamp, another 
minor change in the design of a 
forthcoming stamp, and the addition 
of five more cities to the ‘N/S 
SAVANNAH” slogan cancellation 
parade make up the current news 
released by Postmaster General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield. 

June 17 first day covers at Bos- 
ton, Mass. totalled 315,060 when the 
2%2-cent Bunker Hill regular postage 
stamp was first placed on sale. This 
brings the total number of first day 
covers canceled during 1959 to June 
17 to 5,665,152, the PMG stated. 

In all, 1,035,685 stamps were sold 
the first day, with a value of $25,- 
892.13. Since this is an entirely new 
denomination, no comparisons are 
possible. 

A minor change has been made in 
the design of the Ernst Reuter 
“Champion of Liberty” stamps, to 
be placed on sale September 29 at 
Washington, D. C. The wording on 
the medallion with the likeness of 
the former Mayor of Berlin will now 
read “Ernst Reuter, Mayor of Ber- 
lin, 1948-1953”. Reuter, though ac- 
tually elected in 1947, did not take 
over the office until 1948. 

Five additional cities are to utilize 
the “N/S Savannah, First Atomic 
Liner” slogan cancellation from 
July 21 through December 31. They 
are Corpus Christi, Texas; Camden, 
N. J., Atlanta, Ga.; Lynchburg, 
Va.; and Houston, Texas. 

Finally, a special slogan device 
has been authorized for August 1- 
October 1 use at Eureka, Calif. 
reading ‘“‘Keep The Redwood Region

The “Judenpost” Stamp 


Of Its Own 


Edward Nowak, Sr. 


First of all, what is a ‘‘Judenpost” stamp? It is one of the most 
elusive adhesives issued for the internal use in the Lodz Ghetto, in 
Poland, under the brutal occupation by the Nazi Reich. 

After the Nazis had organized the Lodz Ghetto into which thousands 
ef Polish citizens of Jewish descent were driven by.the SS troops at 
the point of a bayonet, a postal service was created for functioning 





search and writing, the fact is that 
; these stamps were born in the Lodz 
| Ghetto. And whether their life span 
was two, three or four days, they do 
talk and in a loud voice proclaim 
this interesting story of their life: 
What is ‘‘Litzmannstadt’’? The 
field for philatelic research is so 
enormous that many questions come 
to a studious mind that go far be- 
yond the dry, monotonous study 
of stamps. In this instance one 1s 
puzzled by his inability to find “‘Litz- 
mannstadt” on the maps of Poland. 
The fact is, there is no such city 
or town on any Polish map. : 
Study of the names of Polish cit- 
ies Germanized since Poland’s par- 
tition in 1795 did not disclose that 
“Litzmannstadt’” formerly bore a 
Polish name. Finally, after exten- 
sive research the fact was brought 
to light that ‘‘Litzmannstadt”’ was a 
brainchild of Nazi occupation of Po- 
land. It was sired by Hitler’s ego 
and the propaganda machine in 1940. 
Research has disclosed that under 
orders from Berlin, the city of Lodz 
was renamed ‘“‘Litzmannstadt’’, and 
this name — on Lodz Ghetto stamps 
— was ordered by Nazi postal au- 
thorities in Lodz in order that the 
adhesives might be accepted by Na- 
zi occupation, even for local use in- 
side the ghetto walls.

“Judenpost” stamps disclose Nazi 
motives — The Nazi tendency to 
rename the Polish cities began in 
Hitler’s mind as early as 1937, when 
Nazi plans for conquest of Poland 
were being prepared by the Junk- 
er Officers Staff. In fact, many Ger- 
man propaganda centers, in con- 
junction with Nazi military planners, 
began attacking Poland boundary 
lines existing prior to 1939. 

The official report of the ‘‘Educa- 
tional Bureau’’ on research on 
eastern Europe, especially by the 
so-called ‘‘Research Council’? and 
the ‘‘Herder Institute’ states that 
“this center of researches con- 
scripts cits labors to the study of 
European territories of Balts, Polish 
Prussia, Gdansk, Polish Pomerania 
(West Preussen), Lands on banks of 
Wartha River (Wartheland), Sles- 





wick, Poland, and Czech-Slovakia 

Again: ‘‘The Polish city of Lodz— 
by orders of Hitler — is named to- 
day ‘Litzmannstadt’. This is the 
name for a city that deserves it, be- 
cause it was settled by Germans 
from Saxony (for centuries a Polish 
province) as early as 100 years ago 
...’ reads a statement by Brig. 
Gen. Kielmannesegg in his book 
published in 1941, 

Long before Lodz became ‘“‘Litz- 
mannstadt” a German language 
monthly publication called ‘‘Die 
Ostmark”, official organ of the 
famed German organization of ‘‘Ha- 
katia’’, wrote after World War I: 
“The German Nation lost a large 
part of Eastern Europe — pure Ger- 
man territories in the East...” This 
very same “Die Ostland”’ in its ed- 
itorial very soon after World War I 
commented about ‘‘purely German 
parts of Europe known as the ‘War- 
theland’.” 

There are thousands of German 
stamps canceled by names of Polish 
cities with the Germanized versions. 
Not so long ago, Kolobrzeg was re- 


named ‘“Kolkerg’’, Brzeg became 
“Brieg’, and Giogow was called 
“Glogau”. Names of Polish cities 


with pure Polish names became un- 
recognizable monstrosities without 
meaning. Lodz became ‘‘Litzmann- 
stadt’’. 

Today, once more ‘“‘Oppeln’’ bears 
the ancient Polish name of Opole. 
“Crossen’’ is once more Krosno. The 
‘‘Litzmannstadt”’ stamp is only one 
more philatelic item that will for 
centuries remain in history as a 
reminder of tyranny, aggression 
and lust by nations considering 
themselves as above any other race 
on the face of the earth.

Russian court delivery fee stamps 
from 1909 and 1911 are listed in 
Zumstein and Michel Catalogs. Aus- 
trian stamps of 1896 are listed in 
Michel. The catalogs were justified 
in putting the court delivery fee 
stamps is their listings because 
they were issued by the court ad- 
ministration and served a purpose 
of delivering official mail of the 
courts. The stamps were made by 
agreement with the postal authori- 
ties who had the monopoly of de- 
livering the mail and other corre- 
spondence. 

Many do not know that Poland 
also issued these court délivery fee 
stamps. 

Up to 1932 all court correspon- 
dence was delivered by the postal 
authority. Due to the shortage of ru- 
ral carriers for the remote villages, 
the court correspondence ran into 
difficulties. Many times the court 
summonses were delivered after the 
cases had already been settled. 

To avoid such misunderstandings, 
the Ministry of Justice, with an un- 
derstanding with the Postal Minis- 
try, made an agreement and institut- 
ed a service of sending court orders 
of different types. The delivery was 
done by the court bailiffs, for which 
they received tax payments. 

The tariff of course was much 
higher thah the postal tariff for the 
same service. There is no informa- 
tion available on how the different 
charges were established. The only 
information we have is that differ- 
ent values were issued. 

The first issue was in 1932, in 
several varieties:

Court delivery fee stamps were in 
use till September 1939. After the 
liberation in 1945 there was no rea- 
son for issuing new stamps as the 
Ministry of Postal Affairs instituted 
a new service which made it possi- 
ble to reach the smallest and most 
remote village, thus giving fast ser- 
vice to all correspondence. 

The odd part about these stamps 
is that no one accepted them as a 
philatelic item and most of them 
were destroyed. Today it is a diffi- 
cult task to complete the series.

In the former Austrian and Czarist Russia Territory of Pre-War 
Poland, special stamps issued by the Department of Justice were used 
to collect fees for the delivery of summonses and court mail. 
postal service was not used because many of the requests for court ap- 
pearances were for people in remote and small villages which were off 
the beaten path of the postal routes. 

The stamps thus used helped to pay the salary of the court mes- 
sengers, who personally delivered the papers. It is understood that the 
charge was higher than the postal charge for the same type of delivery.

The first was issued in size 30 x 
48mm, value of 15kp., in & combina- 
tion of red, blue and black, imper- 
forate, and another perf 14.

Although barely past the two-score 
mark, Simon E. Herring of Bellefon- 
taine, Ohio is well steeped in the 
lore of his state’s history and its 
railroad and mail services. His 
mother is a member of an early 
family of the region, and his father 
was a “‘boomer”’ railroad engineer 
from ’way back. 

The younger Herring already has 
20 years of railroading on his log, 
hobbies of railroadiana, photography 
and philately. The natural result 
has now made its appearance in the 
form of a well written and well 
printed 24-page booklet, “Postal His- 
tory of Logan County, Ohio”. 

The work is interestingly written 
and highly informative. It covers the 
mail angle well, and offers many 
sidelights on the background and 
contemporary events of the times. 
He chronicles the death of the stage- 
coach at the hands of the railroads 
— and the death of much railroad 
activity a century later at the hands 
of the “horseless stages’, or buses. 

He talks of Indian runners, of 1812 
military mails, and of small-town 
politics in connection with mail fa- 
cilities. ‘‘Postal History” is an in- 
teresting evening’s reading for 
stamper, historiax. or casual reader 
alike.

The simple but artistic udhesive 
Poland issued in 1937 is known in 
stamp collecting circles as Scott 308. 
It is of 5 grosz denomination and was 
printed in violet blue ink from en- 
graved dies. The perforation is 12% 
x 13. The stamp — one of 4 issued— 
was the project of W. Borowski; the 
engraving was done by M. R. Polak 
and J. Piwezyk. 

The ‘Jasna Gora’”’ adhesive exists, 
according to the 1956 illustrated cat- 
alog of Polish stamps (Ilustrowany 
Katalog Znaczkow Polskich) by 
“Ruch” in Warsaw, as proof and as 
imperforate.

Long before the first King of Po- 
land was on the pages of history, 
Krakow was already established as 
a city—and Wawel was even earlier.

Stamp Tributes 
To Poland Greats 


P. S. Juszkiewicz 


Maria Sklodow-ka- Curie (1867 - 
1934) was a natural Pole with a 
French citizenship. Her name _ is 
linked with one of the important 
years in the history of human 
achievements — 1898. In this year 
Maria Sklodowska-Curie discovered 
heretofore unknown rays which she 
called ‘‘Polon’’ in honor of Poland, 
the country of her birth. 

Later, after this important dis- 
covery of Polon, a second new ray 
was discovered through the scientif- 
ic research with the help of Peter 
Curie, whom she married. This ray 
became known as radium ray. 

With the knowledge gained through 
the discovery of radium, Sklodow- 
ska-Curie became the foundation up- 
on which progressed the researches 
that finally created for the world a 
new era — the atomic era. 

The acclaim with which she was 
surrounded was exemplified by two 
Nobel prizes. She also occupied the 
cathedral in the Paris University as 
well as the places of prominence in 
the Paris Radium Institute and in 
Warsaw. 

In 1923, during the 25th anniver- 
sary of the discovery of radium, the 
President of France speaking in the 
amphitheatre of the Sorbone Univer- 
sity said this of Sklodowska-Curie: 

««'...and her marriage to Peter Cu- 
rie made her legally a Frenchwo- 
man without elimination from her 


theart the love for the country of her 


birth.” 
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Frederick Chopin (1810-1849) was 
the pride of the Polish nation and 
was recognized by the world as a 
musical genius. He was bcrn in 1810. 
From his earliest youth he showed 
unusual abilities in music and at the 
age of 10 he gave public concerts. 

His first musical steps were guid- 
ed by W. Zywny and Josef Elsner. 

In 1830 Chopin left his native Po- 
land and by way of Vienna and Mon- 
achium found his home in Paris. In 
France, at the age of 20, Chopin had 
composed the artful music and giv- 
en concerts attended by many celeb- 
rities of the world. There he made 
many friends — Liszt, Berliose, Bal- 
ini, Mayerbeer, Balzak, and Dela- 
croix were his steadfast associates. 

In 1849 the world lost the great 
musical genius; tuberculosis claim- 
ed him. His body is now buried 
in the Pere Lachaise Cemetery, but 
his heart was taken to Warsaw 
where it rests in the Church of the 
Holy Cross.

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Staszic was the creator of the first 
geological map of Poland on which 
he pointed out the riches in the bo- 
som of his native land. 

As an official of high rank in the 
Warsaw Regency and later in the 
“Polish Kingdom’’, Staszic did much 
to develop educational facilities. 
Under his patronage the ‘‘Friends of 
Education Society” was organized 
and endowed by his personal funds. 
He also used his finances to build 
today’s ‘‘Staszic Palace’ and to set 
the Copernikus Monument at the 
very front of it. 

Sklodowska-Curie, Chopin, Staszic 
— these are but three of many citi- 
zens of Poland who have contribut- 
ed monumental works to the good 
of their fellow man, and but three 
of many native Poles of similar 
stature who have been honored by 
being depicted on postage stamps of 
their native land.

PRECANCEL NOTES 


A Texas Master Want List has 
been released by the Texas Precan- 
cel Club. A list of 40 collectors is 
shown and assigned a number, then 
after each town these member num- 
bers are listed if they need that par- 
ticular town. This is a very com- 
posite want list and a “‘scarce town 
list’’ for that particular state. 

The idea for the Master Want List 
was devised by Dave Kelly of West 
Milton, Ohio and was first used by 
the Central Ohio Precancel Club. In 
case you are interested in Texas 
precancels or this list write E. M. 
Rice, 1508 Elton Lane, Austin 8, 
Texas. 

It was your precancel editor’s 
privilege to inspect one of the new 
plastic or hard rubber precanceling 
devices last week. Althouh it could 
be made of plastic it is more than 
likely a rubber composition, at least 
it looks like it to me. 

One of the big differences between 
it and the old metal devices is that 
these new ones are perfectly flat. 
The old ones were curved and you 
had to rock them to use them or to 
get them to print. Despite being 
flat though the new device works 
very well. 

One other thing I noted is that 
they are no longer than necessary. If 
you start printing too near the top 
you will be way off center on the bot- 
tom row. So you must try to start 
the top row on center and then you 
will come out right on the bottom 
row. The device is ten subjects — 
2 x 5 vertically speaking. 

Some time ago I mentioned that I 
had seen a type from Fort Worth, 
Texas that looked very much like a 
Bureau. My friend Charles Metz of 
Philadelphia tells me this is crue. 
The type was used from April 1954 
to December 1956 by Montgomery 
Ward Co. These of course were all 
Dateds.

which will be tied to the shore on 
each side by long dikes. The other 
three inlets will have but dikes. 


To build the sluice gates, there 
first had to be built a hollow 
lozenge-shaped island approximate- 
ly a mile across. It is below sea 
level inside its belt dike and it is 
on this bottom that the gates will 
be erected. It is entirely of sand. 

Before we were taken out our 
party went to a briefing room 
where there were large wall maps, 
models of the project, and cutaway 
buildups of the construction plans 
in miniature. The engineer in 
charge of the project described all 
involved in the Delta Plan, and 
then answered our questions. 

After we had a fairly decent idea 
of the work, we were taken in one 
of the ocean-going launches out to

It is from this part of Holland 
that the world’s foremost hydraulic 
engineers come. Certainly they 
have centuries of tradition and 
actual experience to teach them. It 
jis also from this general area that 
the willow mats, woven of willow 
branches, come. These mais are 
incorporated into the dikes to hold 
the material against erosion. * 

The Delta Plan came about be- 
cause of the terrible floods of 
February 1, 1953, the worst since 
1421. Thousands were drowned 
and made homeless. Stamp col- 
lectors had an opportunity to con- 
tribute their mites via a semipostal 
Holland issued to assist the Flood 
Victims (Scott No. B248). Other na- 
tions lent a hand with semipostals 
the surtax from which went to the 
Hollanders. 

Once again the Dutch had been 
given a severe lesson and a disas- 
ter by their old enemy, and once 
again they arose with their superb 
courage to fight back. These are 
solid citizens, indeed. 

We had a grand tour of Rotter- 
dam, a city which is almost 100% 
new. The Germans reduced this sea- 
port to rubble in the early days of 
World War II. Today the build- 
ings are all most modern as are 
the streets and other facilities. The 
port is the second largest in the 
world. 

The miles and miles of docks, 
shipbuilding plants, refineries and 
warehouses are amazing. Ships of 
all shapes and sizes are in constant 
movement. One asks himself what- 
ever business can all of them have 
here; they must have a good deal 
because empty bottoms are profit- 
less for the owners. 

The Messrs. Gruetzner, Brill and 
Kiggen saved a surprise for us till 
dinner time. They took us to the 
smart new Delta Hotel at Vlaardin- 
gen where after a delicious meal 
they informed us that it was at 
that table, on the exact date two 
years ago, the officials of 
Postal Administration decided to 
accept Linn’s invitation to prepare 
the special Netherlands edition!
